$15 Month Pay Boost 
Given City Employes 


~ INCREASE 10 BE 
RETROACTIVE 10 
MAY 1, 1S PLAN 


Pay of Upland "city employes 
was increased $15 a month, ef- 
fective May 1, by the city coun- 
cil last night. 

An increase of $30 a month 
had been requested by the em- 
ployes in a petition filed with the 
council a month ago. Since then, 
the matter had been studied and 
salary figures had been obtained 
from other cities in the citrus dis- 
trict. On the whole, the Upland 
pay scale was slightly under the 
average paid by other commun- 
ities, according to the tabulation 
prepared by City Manager Rich- 
ard G. Manley. 

The city employes held an in- 
formal meeting last yesterday af- 
ternoon when the salary schedule 
was discussed. It was agreed 
by them, although not unani- 
mously, to pare down their re- 
quest to $15 from $30 a month. 

In the council meeting last 
night Mr. Manley recommended 
the increase of $15 due to the in- 
crease in living costs. One ad- 
justment was made in the salary 
schedule, Richard Derby, building 
inspector, being advanced from 
$170 to $207. It was agreed that 
he should receive pay equal to 
that of the street department 
foreman, this salary being $192 
prior to the raise. Marvin Fran- 
cisco is the street foreman. 

It was also specified that the 
minimum pay for the city should 
be $150 a month. This action in- 
creases the pay of the laborers 
from $132 to $150 a month. 

Since January 1, 1941, the mu- 
nicipal pay scale has been in- 
creased from 35 to 50 per cent, 
according to the analysis pre- 
sented to the employes yesterday 
afternoon and to the city coun- 
cil last night. At that time lab- 
orers were paid $100 a month. 

In making a comparison of the 
pay scale here with other cities, 
Mr. Manley obtained figures from 
Ontario, Pomona, San Bernardino, 
Colton, Azusa, Fullerton and Ana- 
heim.

The city council recently asked 
City Attorney Edward E. Gray 
to have a title search made. He 
reported last night that Charles 
Foreman subdivided the track on 
Mountain avenue north of Twen- 
ty-fourth street 40 years ago, set- 
ting aside 15 acres as a park 
site. The property was sold in 
1910 to the Ontario and San An- 
tonio Heights Railway company, 
which later conveyed the prop- 
erty to the Pacific Electric Rail- 
way Co. In 1925 the county board 
of supervisors conveyed the park 
to the city on a quit claim deed, 
according to Mr. Gray. 

It was pointed out that the city 
cannot sell the property with a 
clear title on such a deed. 

“Since we first talked about 
abondoning the park, I have been 
surprised at the number of peo- 
ple who use it and want it kept 
as a park,” Councilman Ray R. 
Sherwood reported. Other offic- 
ials gave similar reports and City 
Manager Richard G. Manley said 
that several residents adjacent to 
the park offered to assist in car- 


ling for the property. 


And so the city will keep San
